KILLINGS PRECEDED 
RINGING. OF BELL 


Several Witnesses’ Stories Would 
Tend to Show Peal Was Not 
Signal for Riot. 


TRY TO PROVE ALIBI 


Man on Stand for Prosecution 
Had Said Sound Meant “‘Some- 
thing Would Be Doing.” 


The ringing of the negro church 
bell at Sixteenth street and Tudor 
avenue, East St. Louis, on the night 


of July 1, was the chief issue in to- 
day’s testimony in behalf of the 43 
negroes, on trial in the Belleville Cir- 
cuit Court for the murder of De- 
tective Sergt. Coppedge on that night. 
The killing of Coppedge and Detec- 
tive Wodley was the occasion of the 
race riot of July 2, which culminat- 
ed in the massacre of more than 40 
negroes, and for which a large num- 
ber of white men will be tried leter. 

Several negro .witnesses, called to- 
day to testify to alibis for the de- 
fendants, were asked when they 
heard the bell ring, and all said it 
rang after the volley of shots which 
killed the policemen. It had pre- 
viously been assumed that the bell 
rang before the police automobile ar- 
rived, and that it summoned the as- 
semblage of armed negroes which 
the policemen found. 

The prosecution has undertaken 
to show that the ringing of the bell 
was a pre-arranged signal, that it 
is proof of a conspiracy, and that all 
who answered the summons shared 
in the guilt of murder. The defense 
appeared, in the morning’s question- 
ing of witnesses, to be trying to show 
that the bell was rung for no def- 
inite reason, or as an alarm follow- 
ing the encounter with the police. 

The prosecution believed its theory 
of a conspiracy was strengthened by 
the adméssions obtained from a negro 
alibi witness, John Henry Johnson, 
who said on cross-examination yes- 
terday afternoon that he had heard 
negroes say on. the day before tho 
killings, that there would be ‘‘some- 
thing deing’” when the bell rang,

The testimony was that 
Peoples and Palmer were in bed at 
Peoples’ house and that Smotherman 
and Parker were calling on the fam- 
ily, at the time of the shots and bell 
ringing. Thestimony was given 
Wednesday by Edward Wilson, a 
negro, that Smotherman and Peoples 
were in the crowd from which the 
shots were fired, and were carrying 
weapons. 

John Henry Johnson, the witness 
who made the admissions yester- 
day afternoon, was testifying that 
Bud Townsend, one of the defend-

Johnson said he was awakened by 
Alice Harris, who lived at the same 
house, and who is a witness for 
Townsend. He said he “heard the 
church bell ringing’’.as he awoke. 

Bell “Meant Something Doing.” 

“What interest did the ringing of 
the bell have r you?” State’s At- 
torney Schaumleffel asked in cross- 
questioning Johnson. The negro 
hesitated, then answered: 

“T knew there was going to be 
something doing when the bell rang.” 
“What was going to be doing?”’ 

“I knew there was going to be an- 
other riot.” 

“What were you supposed to do 
when the bell rang?” 

“I was supposed to keep myself 
from getting shot.” 


“How did you learn about this?” 

“I heard it on a street car. The 
day before (Saturday, June 30,) I 
heard some colored men say there 
would be another riot next day, and 
that when the church bell rang 
everybody wanted to look out and 
keep from getting shot.” 

Further questioning failed to bring 
cut the names of any of the men 
from whom he had heard this. His 
references to “another riot” indicated 
that the negroes, at that time, had in 
mind the riot of May 28, in which a 
number of negroes were beaten, 
though none was killed.

SAYS. ALLISTER 


Attorney-General Asserts He Be- 
lieves That Figure Would

Figures Giving Detailed Ex- 
penses of Production Are 
Shown at Hearing. 


“Attorney-General McAllister, who 
has returned from conferences with 


the Fuel Administrator at Washing- 


jiton and is attending the State coal 


price inquiry at the Planters’ Hotel, 
today said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he was encouraged by the 
showing which has been made in the 
investigation, especially in the ‘4g- 
ures obtained yesterday from William 
F. Gould, secretary of the Donk 
Bros. Coal and Coke Co., which 
showed that tho cost vf producing 
coal and placing it on cars at the 


mines averaged. a little less than 
$1.23 a ton for the period from Oc- 
tober, 1916, to July, 1917. 

He declared his belief, from the in- 
formation he has gathered, was tiaat 
the actual cost of coal production 
was less than $1.20 aton. The opera- 
tors, he said, make it appear higner 
than that by making excessive 
charges for depreciation and derle- 
tion of the coal deposit. 

“IT believe,” the Attorney-General 
said, “that coal can be sold at the 
mine at $1.50 a ton and that the op- 
erators can make a big profit at 
that figure. I do not want to beat 
them down to too small a profit. I 
want them to make a good profit 
that will encourage them to increase 
production, but their profits should 
rot be exorbitant.”’ 

E. J. Wallace, secretary” of the St. 
Louis Coal Club, who testified yes- 
terday, was recalled and stated that 
he was also secretary of the West- 
ern Fuel Distributers’ Association, 
composed of 25 or 26 jobbers, which 
was organized late in Septerfber. 

He explained the purpose of the 


Tagedeat encroachments of operators, 
who, it was feared, would sell to 
themselves as jobbers for the sake 
of the 15 cents a ton profit allowed 
to jobbers by the Government. He 
told of the visit ef a committee to 
Fuel Administrator Garfield, who 
ruled that the jobbers were a factor 
and were entitled to their 15 cents a 
ton profit.

—— Show Coal is Produced for 
Less Than $1.25 a Ton. 

Attorney-General McAllister’s claim 
that coal is produced in the IJlinois 
fields for less than $1.25 a ton at the 
mine was borne out yesterday after- 
noon at the State’s hearing by testi- 
mony of William F. Gould, secretary 
of the Donk Bros. Coal Co., who pro- 
duced cost sheets showing that his 
company, over a period of 10 months, 
produced coal at an average cost of 
$1.2296 a ton. 

The Attorney-General has contend- 
ed that coal cost to consumers in St. 
Louis and Missouri is too high, and 
on Wednesday he made a piea before 
Fuel Commissioner Garfield in Wash- 


ington for decreased prices. "The Gov- | 


ernment has allowed operators prices 
ranging from $1.70, for screenings, to 
$2.20 for prepared coals, at the mine. 

The profit of Donk Bros., figured 
on a basis of 47 cents a ton, which 
would be the profit on the lowest 
figure allowed by the Government, 
presuming the output was all screen- 
ings, or poorest grade of coal, would 
total $682,223.33, on its production 
of 1,451,539 tons for the 10-month 
peridd. The figures on production 
were given for the period between 
Oct. 1, 1916, and July 1, 1917. The 
highest production cost was shown in 
Jurie, 1917, $1.429, and the lowest in 
October, 1916, $1.065. In but four 
of the 10 months did the cost of pro- 
duction exceed $1.18, according to 
the figures produced by the witness. 

Retail Price $2.62. 
During this period, Gould related, 


the average retail price in St. Louls 


was $2.62 a ton at the car for those 
who came with wagons to get it. To 
consumers who had their coal deliv- 
ered in‘ wagons at their homes the 
price was $3.37 a ton. These figures, 
however, did not take into considera- 
tion contract coal. 

Gould said the cost figures he pro- 
duced took into consideration every- 
thing coal dealers figured in deter- 
mining the cost of coal, with the ex- 
ception of contingency cost. The

SOCIALISTS. WHO

Two Men Charged With Having 
Made Utterances Disloyal to 
Government. 


TO BE TRIED NEXT MONTH 


One Is Alleged to Have Said, 
“Anyone Who Goes to War 
Is a_ Fool.”’ 


Thomas Carnell, a salesman, of 
2713 Caroline street, and Arno B." 
Pallme of 3708 Michigan avenue, 
Socialists, were indicted today by the 
Federal grand jury charged with 
having made disloyal utterances cal- 
culated to cause a refusal of duty, in- 
subordination and disloyalty on the 
parts of others. 

The indictments are the first of the 
kind returned in this State since the 
United States entered the war. The 
men are liable, on conviction, to pen- 
itentiary sentences of 20 years each. 
They will be tried next month by jury 
before Judge Dyer in the United 
Stats District Court. 

The indictment against Carnell is 
based on statements witnesses said 
he made as part of a speech delivered 
from the steps of the Rose Fanning 
School, Grace and McDonald ave- 
nues, Aug. 28. 

Complaints From Audience. 

He was arested when making the 
speech, following complaints made to 
the police by persons in his audience 
of men and women residents of the 
neighborhood who objected to his 
utterances. 

Several of these persons testified 

before the grand jury and will be 
used as witnesses against him at his 
trial. In the objectional part of his 
speech Carnell is alleged to have 
said: . 
‘‘This is a war of the rich, and any 
man who goes to war is a fool, be- 
cause even if you are in the draft 
and are called that is no reason why 
you should fight.”’ 

Carnell, who is a member of a So- 
cialist organization to which

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—-A formal 
preliminary inquiry into the alleged 
disloyal speech of Senator La fol- 


lette of Wisconsin, made before the 
Nonpartisan League at St. Paul, two 
weeks ago, was ordered today by the 
Senate Privileges and Elections Com- 
mittee. 

Appointment of a subcommittee 
of five members was directed with 
authority limited, first, to inquire 
into the correctness of reports of 
Senator La Follette’s speech, and, 
second, into the correctness ‘of his 
statements made therein. 

The Senate committee took up pe- 
titions charging Senator Stone of 
Missouri, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, with 
disloyal statements and acts and de- 
cided that the charges made did not 
warrant any investigation of the Mis- 
souri Senator. 

The Senate Committee’s decision 
was reached after’ a two-hour ses- 
sion and with a speech in the Sen- 
ate by Senator La Follette imp-«nd- 
ing. The sub-committee was au- 
thorized to request authority to er- 
ploy stenographers and make other 
necessary expenditures, indicatin, 
that formai hearings may be held 
with possible examination of wit- 
nesses at St. Paul. The resolution 
for authority to make the sub-com- 
mittee inquiry and for its general 
authority was scheduled to _ be 
brought before the Senate later: to- 
day and many thought it would be 
the basis of sharp debate in cornec-.

HOKE SUBMITS all 
~ FOR FREE BRIDGE LOOP 


Presents Proposal for Interurban 
Tracks Downtown to Board 
of Public Service. 


Public Utilities Director’ Hooke 
today submitted. to the .Board. of 
Public Service proopsals for the con- 
struction of a donwtown interurban 
loop to connect with the free bridge. 
The companies asking for the privi- 


lege of crossing the bridge and using: 


the loop are the St. Louis & East 
St. Louis Interurban Railway Co. 
and the St. Louis & East St. Louis 
Electric Railway. 

Hooke proposes that the loop ex- 
tend from the west approach of the 
bridge north to Seventh and Wal- 
nut streets, east to Sixth street, north 
to Chestnut street, west to Seventh 
street. and back to the bridge. 

The cost of constructing this loop, 
he estimates, would be $150,000. He 
leaves it to the Board of Public Ser- 
vice as to what compensation tHe 
interurban company shall pay. One 
suggestion is that it pay the cost of 
maintaining the electric bridge road- 
way and the loop.

Government: Wants Assurances 


No Food Leakage to Germany 
Will Be Permitted. 


NEW BAN PLACED ON COAL 


Ships From South America for 
Scandinavian Ports Must Be 
Examined by U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—F inal de- 
cision of the United States regard- 
ing the adoption of a permanent em- 
bargo on shipments to Sweden, Nor- 
way and Denmark, it was said toe 
day, depends entirely on awaited 
aSsurances from the Scandinavian 
Governments that no leakage ot 
American exports to Germany wil! 
be permitted. 

That the present embargo is not 
permanent was emphasized in a 
statement of the exports administra- 
tive board that the matter was still 
under consideration. 

“No final policy has yet been de- 
cided on,” said the statement, ‘‘be- 
cause the board has not been able 
to obtain information from the gov- 
ernments of the northern neutrals 
repeatedly requested as to their re- 
sources and requirements and other 
'information necessary for intelligent 
action.” 

The Government decided vesterday 
to refuse coal to neutral ships car- 
rying supplies from South America 
to the Northern European countries 
unless their cargoes are inspected in 
American ports. In making known 
the decision the export’s administra- 
tive board announced it would apply 
provision of the export’s control act. 

Allies to Co-Operate. 

The step was taken with the ap- 
proval of all the allies who will co- 
operate by enforcing similar regu- 
lations. It follows closely Great 
Britain’s declaration of a complete 
embargo against the Northern Euro- 
pean neutrals, which was designed to 
strengthen the embargo already put 
into force by the United States. 

Some Latin-American countries 
are exporting freely to the European 
‘neutrals. For some time there has 
| been a tightening up on the export of 
_coal to South American countries in 
jan effort to cut off supplies to Ger- 
'man-owned public utilities concerns. | 
which it has been charged have sup- | 
plied funds for German propaganda 
in this country. 

South American countries are tha 
only nations in the world left in 
which Germany has a chance to ob- 
tain foodstuffs and other necessaries 
through the border countries. With 
this source cut off, allied statesmen 
feel that the ring around Germany is 
drawing so tightly that the economic 
pressure, reinforcing the allies’ ever- 
growing military superiority, will 
make the German people see their 
cause is hopeless. 

Decision Explained. 

In announcing the bunker decision 
the Exports Board said: 

“The board, in formulating its pol- 
icy with regard to granting bunkers 
to neutral vessels, is actuated solely 
by the desire to prevent commodities 
from going to border neutrals for ex- 
port to Germany. At the present 
| time the board will not permit com- 
modities that may benefit the enemy 
directly or indirectly to be exported 
from this country to the border neu- 
trals because the board has not yet 
been able to elicit the information 
which will enable it to determine 
whether such commodities will so 
benefit the enemy. 

“In accordance with this policy 
the board feels that persistency de- 
mands that it should not grant bunk- 
er licenses for a_ vessel which is 
bound for a border neutral and car 
ries a cargo which may benefit the 
enemy, notwithstanding cargo may 
have originated in another country.

“When this condition became pub- 
lic Waugh telegraphed from Tulsa 
that he would return to St. Louis and 
explain everything. He is not known 
to have returned, and a number of 
persons who invested money in the 
league have asked for an account- 
ing. 

Dr. Nelson Cotter, 3171 South 
Grand avenue, was medical exam- 
iner, and invested $3000: Walter 
Koppen, 3812 Connecticut, treasurer, 
invested $4800; Miss Cora T. Ruhr 
of Lexington, Ky., stenographer, put 
in $1500, and E. W. Weber, secre- 
tary, invested $1500.° Weber for- 
merly was a stenographer in the 
Circuit Attorney’s office, and when 
the league was organized he solicit- 
ed Circuit Attorney McDaniel, then 
Assistant Circuit Attorney, to be- 
come a stockholder. din return Mc- 
Daniel was to be made. counsel for 
the league at a salary of $250 a 
month, but McDaniel declined the 
offer. 

The company’s books are now be- 
fore the grand jury, but it is reported 
the records are so badly complicated 
that it is difficult to learn from them 
how the assets of the company were 
disbursed.

One Snag Is Encountered. 

Prisoners were obtained in Pol- 
derhoek and the chateau near there 
Was carried after sharp fighting. 


Joist farm,near the southeastern edge 


of Polygon wood, which had been a 
sore spot to the British for days, still 
held out at the latest feports, al- 
though the British had pushed be- 
yond it on both sides. This was the 
only snag of the kind encountered as 


far as is known. 

‘Broodseinde, which les on the 
ridge, was the approximate center of 
the day’s attack and here was the 
deepest point of the advance. From 
this village the lines tapered off grad- 
ually to the north arf the south. 

The Passchendaele-Gheluvelt ridge, 
which makes its sinuous way in a 
northeasterly direction from the old 
Ypres salient, has been a vital de- 
fense of the Germans in this section 
of the Western front. It has been a 
barrier between the British and oc- 
cupied Belgium. Beyond it can be 
seen the cultivated fields of King Al- 
bert’s prisoner subjects. 

For nearly three years—up to the 
beginning of the battle of Flanders, 
July 31—the enemy had sat in his 
strongholds along the crest of this 
elevation and defied the British 
armies to dislodge him. It has been 


a tremendously strong position, but 
by dogged determination the British 
wrested reaches of the ridge from 
the invaders. Each thrust brought 
them nearer to the complete occupa- 
tion of this gateway to the rolling 
plains of Flanders. 

Tower Hamlets, Inverness copse, 
Glencorse wood, Polygon wood and 
numerous other positions which 
formed part of the Passchendaele- 
Gheluvelt chain on its southern end 
have been torn from the bitterly re- 
sisting enemy and have been held in 
the face of determined counter at- 
tacks. 

The Panschendacie-Ghalavelt ele- 
vation would not be characterized as 
a ridge in Americd: At its highest 
point it is not more than 200 feet 
above sea level and the approaches 
to the crest are gradual undulations 
in most places. As a matter of fact. 


it is really composed of a series of 
ridges and hills. There is a Pas- 
schendaele ridge proper, upon which 
stands the town of the same name. 
Below this is Broodseinde ridge and 
still lower down Gheluvelt. From the 
village of Passchendaele it stretches 
in a southwesterly direction to the 
old salient in long curves like the let- 
ter 8. At Iverness copse it reaches its 
rearest approach to the stricken city 
of Ypres, which lies about four miles 
to the west of it. 
Ridge Turns at Zonnebeke. 

In their successive thrusts recent- 
ly the British either have taken over 
portions of the ridge or pushed their 
way forward to the lower slopes as 
far north. as Zonnebeke, which lies 
just under the crest. Above Zonne- 
beke the ridge takes a turn to the 
northeast, while the British line has 
gone well back to the northwest. A

Kennett Castle and the farm of 
4700 acres surrounding it, have been 
offered to the city for $150,000 by

Shown How to Change Tires. 

Yesterday the students were in- 
structed to remove a supposedly 
punctured tire just as they will do if 
they see actual service and encounter 
difficulties on the road. 

In aprons, the women pulled, 
yanked and perspired over dusty and 
mud-covered tires. Wielding heavy 
wrenches, smartly gowned women 
knelt on the dirty garage floor and 
removed the lugs, which hold the de- 
mountable rims secure to the auto- 
mobile wheel. For more than 30 
minutes the class usea various tools, 
including sledge hammers and light 
crowbars while changing tires. 

All during the lesson the instruc- 
tor only advised, not once lending as- 
sistance. The lesson concluded when 
the women had replaced the tire on 
the wheel and inflated it with a 
hand pump, carrid in all automobile 
tool boxes. 

Part of the course consists of reci- 
tations of what students learned at 
previous sessions. Discussions of au- 
tomobile lubrication, operation and 
assembly were made.

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oF OF TAX COLLECTOR 


I wish to call attention of taxpayers to the 
fact that tax bills for the year 1917 are new due 
and in hands of Collector. Parties are-earnestly 
requested, particularly where divisions are to 
be made, to send for statements, giving deserip- 
tion of all property, enclosing postage for reply. 
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This change, and abandonment of 
/ any plan for a partnership between 
| the city and the United Railways, 
will be the principal departures from 
‘the provisions proposed of “Ordi- 
nance No. 2” (which does not con- 
template a partnership) under con- 
sideration by the Public Utilities 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, it was announced last night. 

In addition to these alterations in 
Ordinance No. 2, the Utilities Com- 
mittee will make provision for more 
definite and liberal extensions of 
lines to parts of the city where fa- 
cllities are now regarded as inade- 
quate. 

Proposed Tax Considered. 

The committee met to consider the 
opinion of City Counselor Daues as 
to the collection of a tax of 3 per 
cent on the gross revenues of the 
United Railways without making 
such compensation a condition of the 
contract, and thus preventing the 
‘city from subsequently raising or 
lowering the rate as occasion de- 


manded. 


Counselor Daues. held that even 
through the tax were authorized in a 
| separate ordinance, it would ror I 


'psrt of the proposed contract if it; 
were made one of the considerations 
for the granting of the proposed 
franchise. 

The tax of 3 per cent on the com- 
pany’s gross revenues last year 
'would have yielded $360,000. The 
present tax of a mill per passenger 


company on its underlying franchises 
aggregate $478,000. The payments 
of mill taxes and franchise taxes 
grow larger each year, but the latter 
practically ceases in 1934. 

Public Hearings to Be Held. 


Alderman Schrantz,.a member of 
the Utilities Comittee, wants the new 
franchise to contain a requirement 
for the extension of the Lee avenue 
line to the city limits on the west. 
There is a Gemand also for the con- 
tinuation of the Tower Grove line 
to Lindenwood and a _ cross-town 
line in South St. Louis. 

Chairman Schwartz of the com- 
mittee says the new bill will not be 
ready for presentation to the Board 
.of Aldermen for at ‘least two weeks. 
Public hearings wil! be conducted 
by the committee as soon as the 
new proposal is in definite form. 
The partnership ordinance has been 
discarded by the committee. 


SLAYERS OF NEGRO WHO USED 
ROPE IN ATTACKS ARE FREED 


:>|Complimented for “Nice Piece of 
Work” in Killing Black Who 
Waylaid Couples. 

A verdict of justifiable homicide 
was returned by a Coroner's jury to- 
day at the inquest into the death of 
Hayward Wilson of 1317 Wash street, 
a negro, who was shot and killed at 
Eleventh -street and Franklin av- 
enue Wednesday night by Joseph 
Cipolla of 912 Wash street and Wil- 


liam Burke of 1413 North Twelfth 
street. 

Cipolla and Burke and their com- 
panion, George Brown, of the Vic- 
toria Hotel, were exonerated by the 
jury. Almost nightly for a week the 
negro had been waylaying couples on 
the street and forcing women to bind 
their escorts with a rope which he 
carried, and then disrobe. In one in- 
stance he. mistreated a woman. 

The slayers of the negro are now 
free. Assistant Circuit Attorney Dick- 
mann after the fhquest, said they 
should be complimented on doing “a 
nice piece of work.” 

Cipolla gave testimony which in 
every way agreed with his account 
of the shooting as published in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch.

The First Telescope. 


HB first telescope has been at- 
7 tributed to various scientists 
and inventors of the early 
part of the seventeenth century, in- 
cluding Galileo, Jansen, Jacob Ad- 
rianz and Zacarias Tausz; but doc- 
umentary evidence points to a 
Dutch spectacle maker, Hans Lip- 
pershey, as the-man who discovered 
the germ of the idea. 

In the archives of Holland is a 
petition, presented Oct. 2, 1608, in 
which Lippershey asks for what 
would now be called a patent for 
an instrument for seeing at a dis- 
tance. The Senators were given a 
demonstration of the contrivance in 
the turrets of the prince’s palace, 
and the committee was so much im- 
pressed that they gave an order for 
three telescopes. The price patd 
was 900 florins, or about $870 each. 
A few months later the Senators re- 
fused to give Lippershey the monop- 
oly he desired on the ground that 
‘it appears that many other persors 
have a knowledge of the new in- 
vention.” The lenses of these first
